Marshall accused Russia today of 
using Nazi methods in a Com- 
munist drive to engulf free Euro- 
pean nations. 

Before a University of Califor- 
nia audience, Marshall stated the 
Soviet threat to America in these 
words: 

“Never before in history has the 
world situation been more threat- 
ening to our ideals and interests 
than at the present time. A de- 

pressing aspect of the situation is 
the duplication ‘in Europe of the 
high-handed and calculated pro- 
cedure of the Nazi regime.” 

It was Marshall’s first public 
speech since President Truman 
appealed Wednesday for Congress 
to enact. universal military train- 
ing and a temporary draft, and to 
speed action on the European re-

Radio Talk Asserts ‘Men Running Govern-

NEW YORK, March 19 (AP)— 
Henry A. Wallace declared last 
night that President Truman now 
has expanded his foreign policy 
“to a point where it threatens the 
life of every human being in the 
world.” 

The third party presidential can- 
diate said also in a radio broad- 
cast that the “men who are run- 
ning our government ... hope to 
use the bodies of our young men 
to stop the demands of the people 
everywhere.” | 

Wallace's address was in reply 
to what he termed “the 


hysteria- 
breeding speech of St. Patrick's 
day, 1943.” 
To Answer Personal Reference. 

Wallace will go on the air again 
tonight to reply further to Presi- 
dent Truman. A Wallace spokes- 
man said the talk over the Mutual 
network at 7:15 p.m. (St. Louis 
time) would contain a reply to 
Truman's personal reference 
Wallace. 

(Truman departed from the text

| Marshall Text: ‘Must Not S pend Efforts U nwisely’ | 


Following is a partial tert of 

Secretary Marshall's address 

at charter anniversary cere- 

monies at the University of 

California in Berkeley today: 

VERYONE’S thoughts turn to- 

E day to the situation abroad 

Europe, the Middle East, and 
the Far East. Never before in his- 
tory has the world situation been 
more threatening to our ideals and 
interests than at the present time, 

A depressing aspect of the situa- 
tion is the duplication in Europe 
of the high-handed and calculated 
procedure of the Nazi regime. The 
organization of the satellite states 
under the Communistic doctrina, 
and the methods of the police- 
state formula—was carried out 
rather quictly, The take-over of 
Hungary was a bolder exhibition 
of the same technique, The di- 
rected and fogented strikes of 
last December in France and Italy 
were another evidence of the 
same direction and procedure, but 
adapted to quite different circum- 
atances, 

The Czechoslovakia incident, 
however, was both bold and 
truculent in procedure, quite evi- 
dently staged to impress the 
people of Finland and the re- 
mainder of the free states of 
western Europe, The procedure 
is in accordance with the frank 
declaration of the Soviet gov- 
ernment and communist parties 
to oppose in every way possible 
the development of the European 
Recovery Program. 

In view of all that has already 
been said and the statement by 
the President on Wednesday be- 
fore the joint session of the Con- 
gress, I am uncertain as to what 
I might add to convince the 
American people that this is a 
world-wide struggle between 
the self-rule of the many as op- 
posed to the dictatorship of a 
ruthless few. It should now be 
perfectly clear that rule based on 
threats and force instead of on 
reason and justice must not be 
allowed to spread further un- 


ecked, 

The speed with which the cam- 
paign of the Communist parties in 
Europe has devéloped in a well- 
ordered sequence of events dem- 
onstrates the initial advantage of 
dictators in dealing. with democ- 
racies such as ours. The decision 
of a small group of men, possibly 
a dozen, quickly and conclusively 
determines the action to be taken 
on a large scale throughout Eu- 
rope, and everything is co-ordi- 
nated with that decision—the ab- 
solute control of the press, the 
domination of the people, the con- 
duct of a skillful campaign of 
propaganda, the complete misrep- 
resentation of the attitude and 
purposes of any country opposed 
to the procedure—all is arbitrarily 
decided upon. 

Importance of Leadership. 

Our decisions, our actions in re- 
gard to these developments are of 
great importance. We have an 
acknowledged position of leader- 
ship in the world. We have been 
spared the destruction of war 
which literally flattened Europe. 
We are enjoying a high degree of 
prosperity. 

These things being so, the char- 
acter and strength of our leader- 
ship may well be decisive in the, 
present situation. We cannot 
evade the issue by the negative 
procedure of inaction, By 80 do- 
ing we would vacate our domi- 


nant position of leadership and 


thereby revert to a secondary role 
—4 role which inevitably would 
deprive each of us of those Amer- 
ican principles of freedom and 
justice we have always upheld by 
every means available. 

I would make the same com- 
ment regarding the general world 
situation, but in this case apply- 
ing it more to the problem of just 
where and how we should exert 
our influence, Unfortunately, crit- 
ical situations are not confined 
to Europe. They exist in the Mid- 
dle East, in Indonesia, in China— 
and we cannot ignore Latin Amer. 
ica, or our direct responsibilities 
in Japan and Korea, Therefore, 
very important decisions must be 
made by our Government as to 
exactly what we should do to 
meet these various crises. Our 
means are not unlimited—we must 
not spend our efforts unwisely. 

Similar to Nazi March. 

As a matter of fact, I find the 
present situation disturbingly sim- 
ilar to that with which I labored 
as chief of staff. I Watched the 
Nazi government take control of 
one country after another until 
finally Poland was invaded in a 
direct military operation. For sev- 
eral years had to withstand 
heavy pressures from various the- 
aters of operation in the world for 
assistance, support in the form of 
materiel, without regard to our 
then extremely limited resources 
available in the United States. 

Later, after our entry into the 
war, these pressures greatly in- 
creased in the demand for sup- 
port.to an extent which if ‘met 
would have rendered us ineffec- 
tive, I think, on ‘almost every field 
of action. This situation continued 
up to the time of our landings in 
Normandy, and even after the lib- 
eration of France still continued 
regarding our forces in Italy and 
in the western Pacific, 

I find myself in virtually the 
same position today as I was 
during those war years and the 
decisions are just as difficult 
and equally important. Rich and 
powerful as we are, we cannot 
afford to disperse our efforts to 
a degree which would render all 
ineffective. Every region has 
Ita claims and its proponents 
and it is therefore necessary to 
decide on a general strategy to 
be employed, having in mind the 
entire world situation; 

One factor I especially wish to 
make clear today is the im- 
portance of timely action on our 
part in the face of the dictatorial 
procedure with which we are con- 
fronted in Europe. . (Here 
Marshall reviewed steps by which 
the Marshall) plan was proposed 
and has tem i in Congress.) 


Our problem is how, with the 
rapld ma of events in Euro 
to meet the situation, 
initial advantage is almost al- 
ways on the side of the dicta- 
tors, as it was overwhelming- 
ly in the last war. In the long 
run, I am sure, the democra- 
cles will invariably win out. 
But the trouble «that the 
lapse of time may result in 
such a serious loss of position 
and strength that the task of 
the democracies may involve a 
long, hard struggle to recover 
the ground thus lost. 

A special effort is now being 
made to carry through the Buro- 
pean recovery program promptly 
to final approval, This program, 
as you know, is based on eco- 
nomic factors. I agree that the 
economic reinforcement of the 
free nations will not alone guar-

Is Released on Her Own 


Recognizance for 15 
Days in U.S. | 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—Attorney General Tom Clark to- 
day ordered the release of Mme. 
Irene Joliot-Curie, the French 
scientist, who n detained 
overnight by immi ion officials 
Ellis Island, in New York har- 

or. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie, Nobel prize- 
winning nuclear physicist, whase 
parents discovered radium, was 
released on her own recognizance 
for 15 days, the exact period of 
her proposed visit to the United 
States which was authorized in a 
State Department 15-day visitors’ 
visa issued at Paris. 

Mme. Joloit-Curie said she was 
not surprised by her detention be- 
cause “there is a wave of re- 
action” in the United States simi- 
A to that preceding World War 


We have examples of American 
scientists who have been refused 
permission to go to scientific con- 
ferences abroad,” she said. The 
United States has a little iron 
curtain of its own.” 

Asked directly whether she is 
a Communist, she replied: “in 
many things, yes, but not in all 
things.” 

In response to a question con- 
cerning an apparent reversal in 
the exclusion. plan, the Justice De- 
partment sald that Mme. Joliot- 
Curie will remain at liberty “while 
her case is being studied.” 

An official said the first word 
the Justice Department had of 
Mme. Joliot-Curie’s visit to the 
United States was when she ar- 
rived at La Guardia Field, New 
York. He said there was no ad- 
vance information that diplomatic 
authorities in Paris had issued the 
visa. 

She came here for a speaking 
tour under the sponsorship of the 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee, which is among organiza- 
tions Attorney General Clark has 
listed as\ subversive. 

Asked whether she would be 
permitted to go on the tour now, 
the department said she was at 
liberty to do so and that no strings 
had been attached to the release. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie, 50 years old, 
was taken into custody on a 
“temporary exclusion” warrant as 
she alighted from an Air France 
plane at La Guardia Field at 5284 
p.m. yesterday. She was held 
until 8 p.m. in the field’s immi- 
gration office and then taken to 
Ellis Island. 

Officers of the refugee commit- 
tee, waiting at the field, were not 
allowed to speak to her.

The Federal 
Government would foot about 60 
per cent of the cost, he said, the 
other 40 per cent being borne by 
state, county and municipal gov- 
ernments and private interests, 

“This program would yield bene- 


fits of $105,000,000 a year indefi- 
nitely,” he told the committee 
headed by Maj. Gen, Lewis A. 
Pick. The outlay, he said, would 
be $20 per acre applied to 10,000,- 
000 acres—or $1 per acre for 20 
years if the 20-year basis on 
which the program was set up 
were maintained. 


The soil conservation program 
would reduce damage from flood 
waters about 8 per cent, he con- 
tinued; land destruction would be 
cut about 47 per cent, and sedi- 
ment damage would be reduced 
63 per cent, for a weighted aver- 
age reduction of 33 per cent. 


Water runoff, reduction would 
range from 5 to 30 per cent, 
Ghormley asserted, Proper land

Toward Housing Reform 


In the last 15 years, 20 billion dollars of fed- 
eral money have been spent or, pledged to 
promote residential ‘construction. Yet all this 
effort has not kept building abreast of the 
housing shortage and the spreading slums, so 
the Senate-Heuse Committee on Housing finds it 
necessary to propose still more vast federal aids. 
Its purpose is to double the present building 
rate and obtain 1,500,000 new homes a year. 

Fortunately, the committee knows why much 
of the past program failed and goes on to attack 
the cause of failure: the industry’s obsolete 
methods and one-horse organization, In the 


‘words of Senator Flanders, the real leader of 


the committee: 

The public simply cannot get its money's 
worth in buying a product which is manu- 
factured with nineteenth century methods. 
. „We cannot solve the problem by helping 
to perpetuate inefficient production methods 
or by making credit more readily available 
to prospective home buyers. The only 
real solution is modernization and expansion 
for mass production. 


To this end, the committee adds a provision to 
the pending Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, which it 


finds otherwise sound. It proposes federal loans 


to large-scale, cost-cutting operators, including 
conventional builders, prefabricators and the 
new “machine made house” industry, which uses 
aircraft materials and automobile assembly 
methods. Experiments in these pioneering 
fields show dramatic savings but mass-scale 
operations are prevented by the lack of private 
credit. 

This, in contrast with the mere palliatives of 
the last 15 years, looks toward a cure of the ob- 
solete industry. Mass production would do what 
FHA has never done: bring down building costs. 
FHA actually supports high costs by insuring 
sales to people who could not otherwise buy. 
The cost of FHA-insured homes rose even before 
the war. . 

The final bill to be drafted by the Senate 
Banking Committee should give attention to 
these additional matters: | 

Labor. Federal housing policy should fight 
featherbedding and miake-work. To some extent, 
these abuses could be bargained away by the 
promise of larger-scale, steadier work. How- 
ever, a thorough clean-up also requires an anti- 
trust attack on conspiracies between unions and 
subcontractors. If the abuges still persist, the 
law should be broadened to cover conspiracies in 
which labor alone is involved. 

Materials. Four companies control more than 
75 per cent of the plumbing supplies—a not too 
extreme example of the monopoly in the ma- 
terials industry. Here, again, Congress should 
finance more anti-trust enforcement. On the 
other hand, there are more than 1000 varieties 
of lavatory and sink traps. The federal sub- 
sidies could be restricted so as to serve the cause 
of cost reduction by standardization. 


Building codes. Material dealers and building 
unions have succeeded in installing local codes 
that inflate costs. Variations among local codes 
hamper efforts to enlarge the mass production 
of housing. The Banking Committee should 
write in Senator McCarthy’s proposed bar on 


federal aid to cities that do not bring their 


codes into reasonable conformity with a simple, 
sound, federal code. 

Finance and FHA. FHA brought lower in- 
terest rates, but Charles Abrams, a keen student 
of housing, has shown that FHA has stabilized 
the rates at a still unjustifiably high level. It 
has virtually eliminated the risk in mortgage 
finance but has discouraged the competitive 
lending which would have made interest charges 
reflect the great security of housing loans. 
Abrams makes other documented charges which 
indicate that FHA operates with more regard 
for sellers and lenders than for home-buyers. 
When it makes the proposed extension of FHA’s 
powers, Congress should enjoin that agency to 
a better sense of its public responsibility. 

Federal aid is necessary because the housing 
shortage is painful and the industry cannot over- 
come it unaided. If all aids were withdrawn 
except those which foster technological progress 
—if FHA were abolished, for instance—the im- 
mediate sacrifice of new building would be too 
great. So the Housing Committee, like the 
authors of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, is also 
reconciled to some further palliatives. 

The aim, however, should be to make the fed- 
eral money} as far as possible, bring about the

bile industry @fter World War I. Then we would 
not look back. in 1963 and find housing worse 
than it was in 1948—which is what it is today in 
comparison with 1933. Subsidies that cure can 
taper off. Then private housing would be pri- 
vate in fact, and public housing, the only feasible 
way to clear slums, would need to serve fewer 
tenants and could serve at lower cost to 
taxpayers. 

The Heusing Committee proposes a fair start 
toward that end. As Senator Flanders says, 
housing has been talked long enough; the time 
is here fer action. A flock. of vested interests 
in past inefficiencies is opposed to the action 
that is needed. Then let the people at large get 
in the fight. It is their fight.

A little frankness may yet be legislated into 
the small loan business. State Representative 
Lawrence K. Roos of St. Louis made some prog- 
ress in that direction when he persuaded the 
lower house in Jefferson City to accept an 
amendment which would force the lenders to 
state their charges in terms of simple interest. 

Since this is a substitute for the complicated 


fee schedule which the small loan lobby was try-

After that job is done, 
the Senate—full of the lenders’ friends—will 
have another shot at the bill. So there are 
chances enough for slick work in the scrambled 
rush with which a legislative session always 
ends.

To Halt the Coal Strike 


Most people, probably, had the impression 
that the .Taft-Hartley Act affords immediate, 


tangible protection against strikes imperiling the : 


public health or welfare. This is not true. But 
the law does afford machinery to make public 
opinion felt in such strikes; and this machinery 
should be invoked. 

The President is empowered to appoint a 
board of inquiry to make a public report. After 
the report is made, the President can direct the 
Attorney General to obtain a temporary injunc- 
tion against the strike. While the injunction 
is in effect, the President would authorize a 
secret vote of the workers to determine whether 
they wish to accept the last offer of the employ- 
ers for a settlement. 


If the workers vote to continue the strike and , 


if public opinion still is ineffective to bring 
about a compromise, the work stoppage goes on. 
But there would seem to be a good chance for 
the procedures to bring about a settlement’ In 
the absence of anything better, they should be 
tried. For the strike, now affecting seven- 
eighths of all coal miners, cripples the domestic 
economy and makes an unfavorable spectacle 
from abroad. 

The dispute hinges on the use of a royalty 
fund, which now has accumulated more than 
$30,000,000, to pay miners’ pensions. This fund 


is supposed to be administered by a board of 


three members, one each for the miners and the 
coal operators, plus a neutral member. For two 
months the place of the neutral member has 
been vacant. The contract provides that if the 
miners and operators cannot agree on a neutral 
member, the appointment shall be made by the 
United States District Court for the District of

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PM's Disservice to Journalism 
Unless a purchaser appears in the meantime, 
Marshall Field intends to discontinue publication 
of PM on March 26. PM’s passing will cause no 
general lament. Since it was founded in 1940, 
with Ralph Ingersoll as editor, it has had a 
turbulent, sensatlon-ereating, money-losing ca- 


reer. Pledged to support liberal causes, PM de- 


veloped some excellent stories. But for the most 
part its crusades were on the hysterical side, 
without the cold facts to back them up. It did 


liberalism more harm than good because of its 


methods. 

From the standpoint of journalistic technique, 
PM was revolutionary. in that it failed to sep- 
arate news from opinion. It is a traditional prin- 
ciple in American journalism that news should 
be presented objectively and dispassionately, 
with comment reserved to the editorial page. 
This principle is violated by some newspapers 
which “slant” the news to accord with their own 
prejudices. Moreover, pure objectivity is hard 
to attain. But it is an ideal cherished by all 
conscientious managing editors. 

Ralph Ingersoll threw this ideal into the 
wastepaper basket, with the result that PM read- 
ers were bewildered with so-called news stories 
interlarded with opinion, or strongly slanted to 


‘influence the readers’ judgment. It was an 


adaptation to the United States of the wretched 
practice of newspapers in Paris and elsewhere 
in Europe, whose owners have private or politi- 
cal axes to grind, of placing facts in such a set- 
ting as to serve ulterior purposes. 

No wonder that PM failed to win sufficient 
readers even in the greatest concentration of 
population in the country. It is a tribute to the 
reading public, which wants its facts straight, 
that it did not like PM’s‘method. If PM had 
been enormously successful, other editors might 
have experimented with putting opinion in news 
stories, and that would have degraded American 
journalism. Feelings run very high in this 
country, especially in presidential years, but no 
matter how violently partisan newspapers may 
be, respectable ones feel constrained to give full 
and fair news coverage to the speeches and 
activities of candidates they oppose. 

That's as it should be.

February, 1947, brought a revolutionary 
change in the Soviet Union’s military phi- 
losophy which in its potential consequences 
may be truthfully compared with the po- 
litical changes that occurred in Russia in 


The change came rather unexpectedly 
and without warning in the midst of a 
violent but effectively concealed argument 
between the Communist party and the 
marshals of the Red Army. 


During World War II, the failures of 
such “party marshals” as Voroshilov, Bud- 
yenny and Zhdanov, and the successes of 
professional soldiers like Zhukov, Malinov- 
Sky, Rokossovsky and Konev, established 
the latter in a position of military domi- 
nance, 


The crux of their concept was a complete 
divorce of the armed forces from the Com- 
munist party, an autonomy in both tech- 
nical and political matters which no other 
organ of the Soviet state enjoys. The struc- 
ture of the armed forces was to be estab- 


lished along conventional military lines, - 


with emphasis on land warfare devoted to 
the defense of the Soviet Fatherland. 


Outside the Party 


A triumph of these concepts was bound 
to create a static army, similar to the pro- 
fessional standing armies of the West, 
whose non-political character is constantly 
emphasized. This clashed with the dynamic 
concept of Bolshevism in which the army 
is one of several political instruments of 
revolution, the terms “war” and “revolu- 
tion” being alternately used to describe the 
same struggle. 


The leader of the movement within the 
Red Army was Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov, 
hero of Moscow, and the man who saved 
Leningrad when it had seemed doomed as 
a result of the panicky blunders of the 
“political marshals,” Voroshilov and Zhda- 
nov. Around Zhukov was a small group of 
professional soldiers, including Marshal 
Novikov of the air forces. 


Opposing him was the Communist party 
as a whole, led by Bulganin, its top mili- 
tary specialist. 

Then, in February, 1947, the behind-the- 
scenes Clash burst into the open, The role 
of the army in the Soviet order of things 
was completely redefined along lines which 
Stalin himself described as “the three ma- 
jor characteristics of the Red Army.” Ac- 
cording to him, the Red Army is, “first, a 
weapon for the liberation of workers and 
peasants from the yoke of landowners and 
capitalists; second, it is an army of brother- 
hood among the peoples of the USSR; and, 
third, it is imbued with the spirit of inter- 
nationalism, an army of world revolution, 
an army of the workers of all countries.” 


Army of Revolution 


The strategic concept which thus re- 
emerged is outlined in detail in the classic 
manual of the Red Army. This is Marshal 
Boris Shaposhnikov’s “The Brain of the 
Army,” a two-volume work on the role and 
functions of the General Staff in war. 


Shaposhnikovy accepts Clausewitz’s. basic 


tenet that war is a continuation of politics 


by other m , but he proposes to go far 
beyond it. According to him war is both 
the highest form and the most important 
weapon of politics. 


“Wars are conducted by states,” Shaposh- 
nikov wrote, and “not by the armed forces 
alone. Wars cannot be locked within the 
confines of strategy which is the specialty 
of professional military men, becausé war 
is a definite form of social relations and 
not merely an armed struggle for the an- 
nihilation of others. In the final analysis, 
victory is gained or defeat is suffered, not 
by armies, but by peoples as a whole.” 


The practical strategic consequence of 
this doctrine is the alternate use of politics 
and of war, either singly or jointly, as cir- 
cumstances demand. This type of “war” is 


not directed by any one military organiza- 
tion but by the supreme political organiza- 
tion of the state, 

From this point of view, a speech deliv- 
ered by Deputy Foreign Minister Vishinsky 
at Lake Success; the general strike of 
French workers, the building of a new 
power plant in the Kazakh Republic, the 
term papers prepared by children of the 
Russian schools must be regarded as tacti- 
cal moves, 


No Desire to Fight 


In the light of this development, it may 
be stated categorically that the Soviet 
Union does not want a shooting war now, 
in 10 years, or at any time in the future. 
The outbreak of a shooting war would con- 
stitute evidence of her political failure. 


Military thinking in the Soviet Union 
now recognizes the integrated role which 
the Boviet armed forces play. This is the 
major theme of military 2 within 
Marshal Vassileveky’s General Staff in 
which today younger officers predominate, 
The complete co-ordination is further re- 
flected in the fact that all staff officers 


above the rank of captain must be party 


members, whose adherence to the party 
line is matched by their military skill, 


How then, do Russian military thinkers 
envisage the shape of a future war? Ac- 
cording to them it will undoubtedly start 
with a mass attack from the air, in which 
the attacker will utilize all kinds of abso- 
lute weapons, leading to a temporary eco- 
nomic paralysis of the attacked, On this 
score, Soviet. military specialists state 
bluntly that they do not expect decision in 
this “first phase” of the future war. 


This indecisive strategic assault is ex- 
pected to be followed by the second phase 
in which conventional armaments are 
| expected to come into their own. 
Among such conventional weapons are now 
listed jet planes, rocket guns and guided 
‘missiles, 


Politics and War. 


The decisive phase of this imaginary war 
is its third in which the nation attacked 
mounts, what Col. Pavienko calls, the “stra- 
tegic counter-offensive.” It is in this third 
phase that all néw weapons are put to ef- 
fective tactical use. The scope of this 
strategic counter-offensive knows no limi- 
tations. It aims at “the total annihilation 
of the exhausted and defeated enemy.” 


It is evident that the Russians expect to 
be attacked in the first phase, and to 
mount the strategic counter-offensive in 
the third. Despite the departure from 
Clausewitz’s theories, they still agree with 
the German military philosopher that geog- 
raphy is the invincible ally of the Russians. 
It is their geographical advantage which 
permits them gargantuan retreats in depth 
which, they believe, will enable them to 
withstand the second phase and prepare 
for the third during its protracted period 
of attrition. 


Thus it may be said that Soviet military 
theorists think of World War III in terms 
of World War II. But it must not be for 
gotten that the armed forces of the USSR 
represent but one compdnent of the com- 
plex machinery with which the Soviet 
Union expects to wage its particular brand 
of war. In the words of Major Kryvelov, 
men rather than machines, morale rather 
than atomic bombs will decide the next 
war. It is in the human equation that the 


- Soviet Union believes itself superior to all 


of its potential opponents, not only because 
of the greater stamina of its own people in 
the face of an atomic war, but even more 
through its ability to foment reVolutions 
behind its enemies’ lines,

N 19 months after declaring war the 

United States built an army of 4,000,000 

men, delivered 2,000,000 to France, and 
placed 1,390,000 on the firing line, The 
Navy licked the submarine menace, losing 
only one troopship on the route to France. 
These achievements were remarkable, but 
the civilian mobilization behind them was 
even more remarkable, 

While dollar-a-year men poured into 
Washington to run the swollen Government 
machine, four-minute men poured out to 
sell Liberty Bonds, Thrift Stamps, Home 
Gardens, and the Red Cross. “Do Your 
Bit,” “Food Will Win the War,” and “Swat 
the Hun” glared from billboards on every 
side. The War Industries Board under 
Bernard Baruch converted 28,000 factories 
into a production “trust” such as even 
Morgan had never dreamed of. 


* 


N August 1918 the German generals 
Lee “fresh American troops” for 

their defeats, secretly warned the Berlin 
government that the war was lost. The 
Allied armies.of Generalissimo Foch were 
pushing ahead on the whole French-Flem- 
ish front; the Hindenburg line had caved 
in completely, and the horde was 
staggering back, still under discipline, but 
unable to make a stand. In October, as 
the Allies neared the Rhine, a “moderate” 
Chancellor, Prince Max of Baden, was put 
in charge of the Kaiser’s Cabinet and im- 
mediately begged Wilson for peace based 
on the 14 points. 

The President’s reply was sharp; he 
made several counter-demands, and indi- 
cated clearly that the war would go on 
until Germany got rid of the Kaiser. When 
Prince Max strove to reassure him, the 
German retreat became a rout, mutiny 
started in the submarine fleet, and Red 
revolutions simmered in Munich, Hamburg 
and Berlin. On Nov. 9 the Kaiser abdicat- 
ed and escaped into Holland. Two days 
later a delegation of German civilians 

= signed an armistice of total submission in

to end the war by active media- 
tion. His suggestions were 
coldly received by both sides. 
Then the German Government 
decided to resume unrestricted 
submarine warfare on Feb. 1, 
1917, regardless of past pledges. 
On a memorandum from his 
admiralty the Kaiser himself 
wrote in pencil: “Now, once 
and for all, an end to negotia- 
tions with America. If Wilson 
wants war, let him make it, 
and let him then have it.” That 
finished Wilson’s hopes for 
peace, He promptly severed 
diplomatic relations and put 
guns on American merchant 
ships. But in March the Ger- 
mans sank four of them.

read to Congress on April 2:

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‘Coincidental with the revival of an Oscar Wilde play at the 
American, we are having this week at the AMBASSADOR 


THEATER the first talking film adaptation, so far as I know, 
of one of Wilde's plays IN IDEAL HUSBAND." The trans- 
fer of the gilded Irish wit and his sparkling epigrams to the 
ecreen has been a remarkably felicitous one. 


The screen play by Lajos Biro Alexander Korda's di- 
rection have been able to extract thé brilliance of Wilde’s best 
lines and at the same time give the production some natural- 
ism. Much of the brittle artificiality and stilted quality of 
Wilde's dialogue and his archaic stage devices of 1895 have 
been softened and molded into an easily flowing and absorb- 
ing screen treatment. Korda has coached his cast into deliv- 
ering the playwright’s studied bits of paradoxical wit as if the 
English upper classes actually talked that way. The movie, in 
Technicolor, is a lovely thing visually, too. The sets by Vincent 
Korda, with decor by Cecil Beaton, and Beaton’s costumes, are 
often startingly beautiful. London society of the late Victorian 
era is portrayed as glitteringly as Wilde saw it. 

True, not all the creakiness at the joints of the play has 
been olled out. Paulette Goddard, as the steely blackmailer, Mrs, 
Cheveley, talks to herself aloud, when modern cinema tech- 
nique usually records thoughts as thoughts, and not monologues. 
Sometimes the characters of Sir Robert and Lady Chiltern

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Lauritz Melchior—Can Really Raise Roo 


Great in Both Voice and Body—Sings Here With Symphony Tomorrow 


Danish Tenor

AURITZ MELCHIOR, star of 

the Metropolitan Opera and 

considered one of the great he- 
roic tenors of musical history, is 
a man who might easily have 
turned out in life to be a clown if 
he had not had an early push 
toward a career as a man of mu- 
sic. Fun-loving and the possessor 
of a great sense of humor, Mel- 
chior has in his makeup some de- 
lightful mixture that has allowed 
him to not only establish himeelf 
as one of the greatest interpreters 
of Wagnerian roles on the operatic 
stage today but also té endear 
himself to millions as the huge, 
roaring, amusing man who takes 
the part of an opera singer in ra- 
dio sketches and in the movies. 


Often called “the Metropolitan’s 
most spectacular asset,” Melchior 
in private life acts like an over- 


grown mischievous boy. He holds 


the record of having sung the 
soaring love music of Tristan to a 
long succession of Isoldes more 
often than any other living opera- 
tic musician and yet he can get 
tremendous enjoyment out of in- 
troducing a world famous soprano 
at a party and then going around 
whispering to the guests that she 
is in reality a mad woman who 
only thinks she can sing, and then 
watching her amazement as guests 
avoid her for the rest of the eve- 
ning. N 
Recently here in New York this 
reporter sat with The Great 
Dane“ and his petite wife, Maria 
Haaker, former European film 
star, and listened while the gar- 
gantuan Melchior talked of such 
things as his birthday which he 
will celebrate in St. Louis tomor- 
row in a concert with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra; of the 
inconveniences of being six feet 
four inches tall and always find- 
ing bathtubs and train berths 
too short; of his latest movie, 
“Luxury Liner”; and of his plans 
to fly to Africa to hunt big game. 


“The last time I was in St. 
Louis was in 1939,” Melchior re- 
membered, “It will be pleasant to 
celebrate my birthday with a con- 
cert there again.” 

Melchior now weighs 235 
pounds, having dropped some 30 
pounds by giving up sugar and 
starches, but what has been a 
lifetime of inconvenience'to him 
is his Viking height. He so com- 
pletely fills an ordinary size bath- 


tub that he can never find the: 


soap once it eludes his grasp. He 
says he has spent a lifetime ac-

ORN in Copenhagen, Denmark, 

Melchior comes of a distin- 

guished line of educators. Mu- 
sic was a vital thing in his 
home and while quite young 
he won recognition and favor 
with the Danish Princess Alex- 
andra. Always encouraged by 
his sister, Agnes, who was 
blind, Melchior, as a boy, acted 
as guide for his sister and 
students of the Royal School for 
the Blind when they went to the 
Royal Opera, where the blind had 
a box underneath the stage. But 
to him operatic music was unen- 
durable without the heroics and 
panoply which went on above him 
and. so he often.stole off fram 
his blind charges and watched the 
artists from the wings. Because 
he had always to return to his 
blind companions before the opera 
Was over, he believes that he has 
seen. more unfinished operas than 
anyone in the world, 

At the age of 18, Melchior be- 
gan to study singing seriously 
and four years later was admitted 


to the School of the Royal Opera, 


a privilege accorded only the most 


talented students of Denmark. 


One of Melchior’s favorite stories 
concerns a concert tour early in 
his career. With two other hungry 
young musicians, he traveled 
about Denmark,’ and he says each 
night each of the musicians tried 
to sing the first solo in order to 
beat the others to the box office 
and the cash box. One night Mel- 
chior succeeded in getting in the 
first solo and had made his way 
to the box office where he was 
in the act of cabbaging on to 
the receipts when a man appeared 
and demanded his money back. 


“But the concert has only just 
begun,” protested Melchior and 
when the man still demanded his 
money, added, “Tell me was I 
really so bad then?” 


“It wasn’t that,” said the man. 
“I’m just afraid to sit in that 
auditorium all alone.” 


In 1919 Melchior was invited to 
appear at Queens Hall in London 
with Sir Henry Wood conducting. 
Into the hall that evening came 
the English novelist, Hugh Wal- 
pole, who found in Melchior's voice 
a promise of greatness. From 
then on Walpole helped Melchior 
with money, influence and encour- 
agement and it was at Walpole's 
suggestion that Melchior went to 
Germany to study with Frau Anna 
Bahr-Mildenburg, the famous Isol- 
de of Bayreuth, who schooled him 
in the Wagnerian tradition. . In

his first German role, “Siegmund” 
in “Die Walkure,” Melchior won 
the attention of Siegfried and Cosi- 
ma Wagner, son and widow of the 
great composer. Invited to sing 
the Wagnerian roles in Bayreuth, 
Melchior in 1925 stepped out on 
the stage of that famous operatic 
center and made musical history. 
Audiences in Berlin, Vienna, 
Paris, London and South American 
cities acclaimed him in turn. In 
New York audiences at the Metro- 
politan cheered the young Dane 
until he had to beg off from cur- 
tain calls from sheer weariness, , 
Today he has been hailed as the 
world's greatest heroic tenor in 
the Opera houses of three conti- 
nents and has broken all. records 
for the number of performances 
of Tristan, Tannhauser, Siegfried 
and other Wagnerian roles. In 
1946, he celebrated his 20th anni- 
versary at the Metropolitan with 
an unusual Wagnerian evening in 
which he sang Siegmund in the 
first act of “Die Walkure,” Tristan 
in the second act of “Tristan and 
Isolde” and “Lohengrin,” third act.

Gin Rummy

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A HAND TO PLAY FOR GIN? 


R. C. of St. Louis writes as 
follows: “My opponent dealt 
and turned up the. jack of 

diamonds. Both of us refused it 
whereupon I drew from the stock 
and discarded the diamond nine. 
He drew and discarded the nine 
of hearts. I took it and threw 
the eight of spades. He drew 
from the stock once more and 
gave me the eight of clubs which 
I took also. I threw the six of 
hearts. He picked it up and gave 
me the queen of hearts, I took 
it and held this hand (shown in 
the accompanying illustration). 

Should I knock for four points 
or discard the jack of spades and 
pisy for gin? 

he answer is that you should 
play for gin unless: (a) You need 
less than ten points to win the 
game; (b) You are allowing lay- 
offs on gin and paying a gin bonus 
of fifteen points or less. 
If you knock immediately you 
are unlikely to win much. Your 
opponent has picked one card (the 

of hearts) and has discarded 
several high cards, Furthermore 
he knows both of your sequences 
and is likely to hold one or more 
cards that he can lay off. 

On the other hand if you play 
for gin you start with a very safe 
discard (the jack of spades). He 
may be able to use it, but as he 
has already refused one jack and 
the eight of spades that chance 
is. very, very small, You have 
five potential gin cards and if 
your opponent starts picking them
